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INTRODUCTORY. 


In  compliance  with:  law  the  state  census  of  Wisconsin  for 
the  year  1895  is  herewith  presented.  Section  3,  of  Article  4, 
of  the  sffiate  constitatiioii  provides  for  th.e  work,  and  Chapter 
XLV  of  the  revised  statutes  prescribes  the  manner  of  talk- 
ing the  enumeration  of  inhabitants  and  collecting  other  sta- 
tistics Tliese  laws  togeljier  with  Chapter  161,  laws  of  Wis- 
consin for  1885,  constitute  the  authority  under  which  the 
work  has  been  prosecuted.  This  is  the  nineteenth  census, 
state  and  federal,  that  has  beon  taken  in  the  state  and  ter- 
ritory now  coniiprising  the  state  of  Wisconsin .  The  first  was 
taken  in  1800  when  what  is  now  Wisconsin  was  a  part  of  the 
territory  of  Indiana.  The  total  population  at  that  time  was 
recorded  to  be  115 .  That  of  course  was  exclusive  of  Indians, 
who  were  then  numbered  by  thousands.  The  present  census  in- 
dicates that  the  number  of  people  in  Wisconsin  at  the  close  of 
the  century  will  be  in  excess  of  2,000,000 .  The  fact  that  this 
growth  has  been  almost  uniform,  accelerated  only  by  the  dis- 
covery, and  by  keeping  pace  with  the  development  of  the  seem- 
ingly unending  diversity  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  com- 
monwealth, is  one  to  gratify  the  pardonaJble  pride  of  patriotism 
inherent  with  every  loyal  citizen. 

The  Itmdted  time  allowed  by  law  in  which  to  compile  the 
census  land  staitistios  makes  it  impossible  to  give  little  more 
than  the  crude  figures  returned  by  the  enumerators.  The 
period  is  too  short  to  permit  of  computing  and  the  making  of 
valuable  deductions  from  the  returns,  as  is  done  with  the 
United  States  census.  Such  work  cannot  be  done  thor- 
oughly and  accurately  in  haste.  In  this  connection  it  seems 
a  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  law 
to  secure  correot  statistics.     In  the  first  place  the  compen- 
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sation  allowed  enumerators  in  sparsely  settled  townships  is 
muci.  too  small  for  tlie  labor  required,  with  no  incentive  to 
insure  the  coUectioni  of  all  the  statistics  called  for  and  en- 
couraging some  enumeratoiPs  to  collect  as  few  as  possible.  In 
the  second  place,  the  original  papers  should  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  state  instead  of  copies  made  in  the  ofSces  of 
county  clerks,  as  many  county  clerks,  on  account  of  the  small 
remuneration  allowed  by  the  state  for  this  work,  employ  dhea.p 
and  inefficient  labor  ia  the  making  of  the  copies,  the  result 
being  a  multiplication  of  errors  to'  contend  with  in  the  work 
of  compiling  the  report  Finally,  the  enumerators  should  not 
be  paid  until  their  statistics  have  been  examined  and  the 
value  of  their  work  proven  by  its  aocuracy,  instead  of  receiv- 
ing their  compensation  as  soon  as  their  reports  are  filed  as 
has  been  the  rule  in  the  past.  Unless  the  law  can  be  so 
changed  as  to  perfect  the  work  of  collecting  the  statistics  of 
agriculture  and  manufactures  more  nearly  to  accuracy  and 
completeness,  I  am  convinced  that  a  wise  economy  would  be 
found  in  so  amending  the  st;.tute  as  to  limit  the  census  re- 
port to  a  simple  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state; 
and,  if  the  United  States  census  taken  each  decade  shall  be 
found  adequate  for  the  requirements  in  making  legislative  ap- 
portionments, a  material  saving  to  the  public  without  injury 
to  any  public  interest  might  be  found  in  so  amending  the  con- 
stitution of  the  state  as  to  dispense  with  the  state  census  al- 
together. 

Although  frequently  confronted  with  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  satisfactory  work  indicated  in  the  foregoing  state- 
ments, an  effort  has  been  made  in  compiling  these  census  re- 
tumis  to  bring  out  facts  and  new  features  which  it  is  hoped 
and  believed  will  prove  useful.  Instructive  and  interesting. 
For  convenience  the  present  volume  has  been  divided  into 
three  parts. 

«  Part  I  contains  enumeration  tables;  the  number  of  ex- 
soldiers,  sailors  .and  militia  by  counties,  towns,  cities,  wards 
and  villages;  comparisons  of  density  of  pop'ulation,  illustrated 
by  maps;  percentage  of  each  nativity  of  population,  audi  a 
variety  of  comparisons  of  interesting  features  of  the  census 
returns  for  the  several  years  in  which  they  have  been  made. 
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Part  II  contains  the  statistics  of  agriculture  and  manu- 
factures within  tlie  state.  To  the  usual  variety  of  agricul- 
tural statistics  lias  been  added  tliose  of  farm  implements, 
creameries,  clieese  factories,  etc. 

Part  III  is  devoted  to  the  ex-soldiers  and  sailors  residing  in 
the  state  June  20,  1895 .  Tdiis  is  subdivided  into  four  parts, 
giving  (1st)  tine  names  of  all  resident  soldiers  who  served  in 
Wisconsin  regiments,  (2d)  soldiers  resident  in  Wisconsin  who 
served  in  regiments  from  other  states,  (3d)  sailors  and  ma- 
rines now  residents  of  Wisconsin,  (4th)  U.  S.  regulars,  and 
(5th)  members  of  colored  regiments  in  the  civil  war.

SOME    rNTEEESTENG    CENSUS   FEATURES. 


The  second  census  in  1820  and  the  third  in  1830  were  taken 
when  the  country  which  is  now  the  state  of  Wisconsin  was 
in  the  territory  of  Michigan.  The  act  of  congress  approved 
April  20,  1836,  establishing  the  territorial  government  of  Wis- 
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oonsin,  proTided  tkat  previous  to  the  first  election  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  territory  (then  Gov.  Dodge)  should  cause  an 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  counties  to  be 
made  by  the  sheriffs  of  suclx  counties,  to  enable  the  governor 
to  apportion  the  council  land  representatives  aimong  the  coun- 
ties according  to  the  ratio  of  their  population.  There  were 
then  six  counties,  but  the  census  of  only  four  of  them  was 
taken,  the  governor  not  considering  it  necessary  to  botiier 
himself  with  the  few  settlers  in  the  counties  of  Chippewa  and 
Michillimackinac  which  at  that  time  embraced  the  entire 
northern  half  of  the  state .  That  census  gave  the  population 
as  follows:  Brown  county,  2,706;  Crawford,  850;  Iowa,  5,234; 
Milwaukee,  2,893.     Total,  11,683. 

The  population  of  the  state  as  shown  by  each  census  taken 
since  the  first  enumeration  in  1800  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  the  increase  in  inhabitants  during  each  census  period,  is 
presented  in  brief  in  the  following  table :

Computations  of  the  compilers  show  that  the  percentage  of 
increase  from  1855  to  1860  was  40.5;  from  1860  to  1865  the 
increase  fell  to  12  per  cent. ;  from  1865  to  1870  it  was  20  per 
cent.;  from  1870  ,to  1875,  17.3  per  cent.;  1875  to  *1880,  6.4 
per  cent. ;  1880  to  1885,  18.8  per  cent. ;  1885  to  1890,  7.9  per 
cent.;  1890  to  1895,  14.9  per  cent.;  or  an  average  increase 
for  the  eig'ht  census  periods  of  the  last  forty  years  of  17 . 2  per 
cent.  In  studying  the  census  comparisoas,  the  passing  of  the 
veterans  of  the  civil  war  cannot  be  easily  overlooked.  A  de- 
crease of  over  10  per  cent,  iu^  the  number  of  this  honored  citi- 
zetiship  since  the  last  state  censns,  with  the  knowledge  that 
the  loss  in  the  coming  years  will  be  by  multiplied  ratio,  serves 
as  a  sad  reminder  that  the  generation  which  has  given  Wiscon- 
sin her  most  glorious  place  in  history  must  soon  be  but  a 
memory  in  the  state.

For  the  first  time  since  the  settlement  of  tiie  state,  tlie  cen- 
sus compilers  have  figured  ont  tke  exact  center  of  population, 
it  being  indicated  by  a  star  m  tlie  map  for  1895 .  This  point 
of  interest  at  the  present  time  is  located  1 .  55  miles  south  of 
the  north  line  of  Grreen  Lake  town  and  4.20  miles  west  of  the 
east  line  of  said  town  in  G-reen  "Lake  county.  During  the 
past  ten  years  it  has  moved  2.57  miles  to  the  north  and  .12 
of  a  mile  to  the  west.

Careful  computation  has  been  given  to  the  density  of  pop- 
ulation since  the  organization  of  the  territory,  and  for  the 
year  1895  a  map  is  presented  showing  the  comparative  density 
of  population  by  counties,  cities  and  districts.  In  1840  the 
average  population  per  square  mile  in  the  state  was  0.51;  in 
1850,  5.61;  in  1860J  14.25;  in  1870,  19.37;  in  1880,  24.16;  in 
1890,  30.98;  and  in  1895,  35.59.  The  map  of  southern  Wis- 
consin given  here  shows  the  density  of  population  in  1836,  for 
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convenienoe  of  comparison  tbe  county  divisions  of  1895  being 
given..

In  1840  the  territory  of  Wisconsin  was  divided  into  twenty- 
one  counties,  and  the  census  for  that  year  stowed  a  popula- 
tion of  30,945.  By  comparison  with,  the  map  of  1836,  it  will 
be  seen  that  altliough.  emigration  had  commenced  it  did  not 
extend  very  far  to  the  nortk,  and  apparently  the  lead  mines 
in  the  southiwestern  counties  offered  to  the  settler  greater  op- 
portunities for  remunerative  labor.

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The  census  of  1850  was  ttte  first  after  Wisconsin  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  union  of  states.  Ttere  were  then  thirty  coun- 
ties and  the  population  had  jumped  up  to  305,391 .  The  map 
illustrates  that  the  lake  shore  counties  to  the  east  had  ab- 
sorbed-most of  the  increase  in  inhabitants.

Appended  diagrams  illustrate  the  number  of  people  per 
square  mile  in  each  county  for  the  years  1885  and  1895.  The 
population  of  counties,  towns,  cities  and  villages  in  the  state 
are  also  given  by  nativities  for  the  first  time,  and  a,  diagram^ 
has  been  prepared  showing  the  foreign  bom  in  each  county 
in  1895,  arranged  according  to  the  per  cent,  of  foreign  born 
to  the  total  population,  land  showing  the  relative  proportions' 
of  Germans  and  Scandinavians  to  all  other  foreign  nationali-

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ties  in  tlie  counties.  The  preparation  of  this  diagram  and  th.e 
taibles  on  page  113,  liave  brooi^t  oiat  the  fact  that  every  county 
in  the  state  contains  a  major  per  cent,  of  native  born,  the 
greatest  being  Eichland,  93.62  per  cent.,  and  the  smallest  Iron, 
52.08  per  cent.  Another  interesting  compilation'  Is  the.  nativ 
ity  of  population  by  congressional  districts  found  on  pagea 
115-117.  Of  interest  in  the  matter  of  nativities  of  Wisconsin 
residents  the  oompDers  have  also  brought  out  the  Mloiwing 
-comparative  figures:

Every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to  reach,  correctness  in 
figures,  and  approximate  accuracy,  it  is  belieTed,  has  been  se- 
cured in  the  enumeration  and  classification  of  inhabitants. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  some  counties  the  enumerators 
^led  to  enumerate  separately  the  number  of  people  living  in 
unincorporated  villages,  but  included  the  whole  in  the  town- 
ships which  contained  them.  For  example,  the  village  of 
Hurley  does  not  appear  in  the  census  returns  for  Iron  county. 
It  is  included  in  the  town  of  Vaughn.  The  same  is  true  of 
the  village  of  Peshtigo  in  Marinette  county,  and  Orandon  in 
Forest  county. 

The  increase  in  population  in  various  sections  at  different 
periods  can  be  directly  traced  to  the  extension  of  railway  sys- 
tems through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  state .  The  action 
of  the  legislature  of  1895  in  authorizing  the  publication  of  the 
Northern  Wisconsin  handbook  and  in  creating  the  board  of 
emigration  oommissioiners,  will  undoubtedly  have  a  marked 
effect  upon  the  settlement  and  development  of  many  northern 
counties  which  will  be  d$  tinctly  noticeable  in  the  census  re- 
turns of  1900. 
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In  the  matter  of  agriculture  and  manufactures,  tlie  staitis- 
tics  are  less  satisfactory  for  the  reasons  noted  heretofore .  The 
items  of  creameries  and  cheese  factories,  which  have  been 
added,  afford  an  illustration.  The  enumerators  'have  returned 
statistics  of  753  creameries  with  a  value  of  $1,557,807,  and 
1,337  cheese  factories  with,  a  value  of  $974,811.  It  is  known 
from  other  sources  that  this  falls  far  sliort  of  a  correct  sum- 
mary, and  reliable  authorities  estimate  these  figures  at  about 
two- thirds  of  the  actually  correct  statistics.  It  may  be  prop- 
erly stated  that  the  present  has  been  the  poorest  year  in  a  de- 
cade in  which  to  secure  correct  statistics  from  the  farmers. 
On  account  of  the  drouth  and  hard  times  many  farmers  placed 
a  low  value  upon  everything,  while  others,  appreihensive  of  as- 
sessors and  taxation,  woulld  not  furnish  enumerators  with  any 
statistics  whatever.  However,  a  perusal  of  the  comparative 
tables,  pages  1022 — 1027,  will  be  found  to  be  instructive. 
Among  other  facts  it  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  men 
working  on  farms  has  decreased  from  60,285  with  aggregate 
wages  of  18,549,540  in  1885,  to  48,218  and  aggregate  wages  of 
17,736,679  in  1895;  also  that  while  the  number  of  farms  has 
increased  14,693  over  1885,  and  their  value  $95,197,875,  and 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  aggregate  volume  of  products 
is  shown,  there  is  a  net  decrease  in  the  value  of  farm  products 
of  19,032,616.  The  number  of  acres  of  wheat  has  decreased  enor- 
mously since  1885.  In  that  year  1,221,313  acres  of  wheat  were 
reported;  in  1895  only  471,163  acres.  The  value  of  the  crop 
in  1885  was  $13,928,046;  in  1895  it  was  only  $4,223,728.  The 
next  product  that  shows  almost  as  large  a  decrease  in  value  is 
horses  and  mules.  ^Notwithstanding  the  respectable  increase 
in  number  over  1885,  the  decrease  in  the  aggregate  value  is 
$9,355,872.  Cattle  and  calves  on  hand  have  decreased  both,  in 
number  and  price.  The  falling  off  in  their  aggregate  value 
is  $4,603,971.  In  the  value  of  cattle  and  calves  slaughtered 
'there  is  a  loss  of  $936,852.  Tobacco  shows  a  very  large  de- 
crease both  in  nural^er  of  pounds  raised  and  the  aggregate 
value.  Wliile  in  1885  we  raised  29,594,625  pounds  with,  a 
value  of  $2,959,462,  in  1895  the  number  of  pounds  was  only 
3,283,552,  and  the  value  $213,517 — a  net  decrease  in  aggregate 
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value  of  12,745,945.  The  corn  crop  decreased  11,023,906  bushels 
and  in  aggregate  value  $2,447,392.  The  wool  industry  also 
shows  a  falling  off.  In  1885  the  number  of  pounds  of  wool 
produced  wasi  6,174,527,  valued  at  $1,337,088;  in  1895,  the  num- 
ber of  pounds  reported  was  5,719,980  and  the  value  only 
$735,906. 

But  there  is  a  brighter  side  to  the  picture.  Notwithstanding 
the  hard  times  and  drouth  there  has  been  a  satisfactory  in- 
crease in  many  farm  products. 

In  all  branches  of  the  dairying  industrj'  there  has  been  a  sub- 
stantial increase.  The  number  of  pounds  of  butter  has  in- 
creased 38,413,299  over  1885,  and  the  aggregate  value 
$6,459,971.  The  number  of  pounds  of  cheese  increased 
19,001,915  and  the  aggregate  value  $999,290.  The  increase  in 
the  growing  and  value  of  oats  is  quite  large.  As  compared 
with  1885,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  18,936,901  bushels 
and  $5,775,256  in  aggregate  value.  Potatoes  show  an  in- 
crease in  aggregate  value  of  $1,839,411,  and  hay  $2,630,401, 
and  barley  $1,374,928. 

In  the  manufacturing  industries  there  has  been  a  large  in- 
crease in  nearly  every  branch.  In  1885  the  total  value  of 
manufacturing  establishments,  including  their  products,  was 
$193,700,167.  In  1895  the  value  of  the  products  alone  was 
$218,132,973,  and  including  the  manufacturing  establishments 
$370,921,146,  a  net  gain  of  $177,220,979.  The  number  of  men 
employed  in  manufacturing  establishments  in  1885  was 
71,185,  and  the  amount  of  wages  paid  was  $25,898,449 ;  in  1895 
the  number  reported  was  118,117,  and  the  wages  paid 
$42,882,886.  In  fact  every  industry  reported  in  1895  shows 
an  increase  from  ten  to  one  himdred  and  fifty  per  cent, 
over  1885,  except  in  one  or  two  unimportant  items.  The  com- 
parative tables  of  manufacturing  statistics,  given  on  pages 
1027  and  1028,  reveal  at  a  glance  the  flourishing  condition 
of  most  of  our  manufacturing  industries.  The  largest  in- 
crease is  shown  in  the  aggregate  value  of  iron  products  man- 
ufactured, viz.,  $12,643,959.  Leather  comes  next  with  an  in- 
crease of  $10,124,438.  Beer  is  third  on  the  list,  with  an  in- 
crease of  $8,097,454.   The  value  of  lumber,  lath  and  shingles  has 
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increased  $7,324:,003.  Woodenware  and  articles  of  wood  make 
a  good  showing  and  stand  $5,514,876  ahead  of  1885.  Milling  is 
$3,812,083  ahead,  and  "all  other  manufactured  articles"  over 
$46,000,000  better  than  ten  years  ago. 

Upon  the  whole  showing  of  the  census  returns,  however, 
may  be  traced  convincing  evidences  of  increasing  growth  in 
population  and  material  development  of  the  resources  and 
wealth  of  the  state  which  I  am  sure  will  afford  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all  its  people.
